D irt roads will prevail In the more 
strictly rural d istricts for m any years 
to come. |K>sslbly until aeroplane* aud 
dirigible balloons take the place of 
the go<*d old farm wagon. 
T herefore It will be well to lm>k 
around and try to learn from the ex ­ 
perience of others how such 
roads 
have been m ade In o th er countries su f­ 
ficient for all the ueeds of rural life. 
w hat has been found to be the chief 
enemy to overcom e and how the con­ 
quest has been effected. 
T he one great enem y of d irt roads 
is stag n an t w ater, which, a fte r heavy 
rains, aud especially in clay soils, is 
enable to get aw ay. 
Realizing the sol 
vent properties of w ater, It is easy to 
understand how d estru ctiv e its con­ 
tinue^ presence ta to the solidity of a 
dirt road and therefore how necessary 
Is Its rem oval. 
It Is uot only the surface w ater of 
heavy rains or m elting snow th a t has 
to be got rid of. 
T he action of w hat 
science know s as "capillarity.” the 
constant rising of w ater from great 
depths tow ard the surface, has also to 
be contended w ith. 
T h a t this natural 
process la alw ays going ob Is well un­ 
d e rs o ld . though Its causes and m eth­ 
ods of action still form m atter for d e­ 
bate. To catch and control this w ater 
com ing thus and to establish w hat is 
known as a w ater plane som e th ree or 
four feet below the surface of the 
ground, w here It can do the most 
good to vegetation, and. as a sort of 
side issue, the least harm to the roads, 
bas beeu sought for and found in the 
modern scientific system of land drain 
age.

road m uch used for general traffic and 
which th at institution bud agreed to 
keep In order in lieu of paying the 
road

able am ount of the tim e of the farm 
team s w as taken up in hauling w ag­ 
ons aud buggies of bem ired travelers 
out of the slough which constituted 
about a q u arter of a mile of this road 
w here it ran through a ravine wit ii 
high old osage orange bet I gen on cue ti 
side, which had not i>een trim m ed for 
tw enty years. It had tieen the custom 
to adm inister doses of gravel and of 
refuse from a coal m ine every n**w 
and then, b u t the road Incontinently 
sw allow ed 
them up and asked for 
more. Old country experience s u g g e st­ 
ed drains, and as no pipe or tile w as to 
be obtained the old hedges w ere cut 
down to a height of th ree feet, and 
ditches eighteen Inches wide and from 
three to four feet deep w ere dug on 
each side the road and filled w ith tim 
brush, well stam ped iii and topped up 
w’itb a good depth of soil. 
T he road­ 
bed w as nicely rounded up. and In a 
very short tim e the ancient m orass 
gained the reputation of being one of 
the best bits of roads In the neighTW- 
hood. 
T he tiles and pipes used for this 
drainage work are m ade of a porous 
clay, unglazed, the w ater entering then, 
not alone and only, but percolating 
through th eir whole length. This can 
be easily proved by sealing up lioth 
ends of one of them and burying Ii 
three or four feet In any dam p place. 
In a week or tw o when dug up It wili 
he found full of w ater 
Of course 
when a proper and fairly even fall 
(about tw o Inches to a hundred feet! 
Is given to a drain m ade of those pljx*s 
It will carry the w ater to any distance 
desired. 
T he bottom o f a drain must 
be kept level nnd the pipes laid sr 
carefully together that no earth can 
get In betw een any tw o of them . 
Since the general desire seem s to Is* 
for good riguU w ithout prejudice as to 
w hat m eaus or m aterials are used to 
produce them it would be well for 
some of our farm er readers to try the 
effect of a few of these drainpipes 
w here they can be produced, brush 
w here no pipes are to be had, on their 
own private roads w here w ater is too 
abundant.

BREEDING THE 
DAIRY COW 


it she individual dairym an wishes to 
improve Hie dairy qualities in ins herd 
or provide for a herd which will give 
him a better income year after year 
lie can go about it iu two ways, lie 
can by the aid of his records from 
the cow testing association select his 
best cows to head the herd aud by 
breeding them to good sires with dai 
ry qualities fie reasonably certain to 
obtain young animals with dairy qual­ 
ities. 
The heifers of such breeding 
are used to replace the p«*»rer cows iu 
his I ie rd. and in a few years lie will have 
a hen! which will produce much more 
net profit for the same labor and feed. 
The second way is to buy from rep­ 
utable breeders dairy cows of known 
qualities or young heifers of good 
breeding. But the price asked for such 
anim als, w hile it may not tie exorbi­ 
tant. is usually more than the average 
farm er is willing to pay, and he will 
find that if he w ants good dairy cows 
he must raise them himself 
And his 
success will depend on bis realization 
of the great law in breeding that 
“like begets like or the likeness of an 
ancestor” .lust as surely as the good 
dairy cow. as a rule, produces off­ 
spring na good as or better than her­ 
self so surely must he exjiect offspring 
without dairy qualities from the poor 
dairy cow. 
For this reason he must 
chinse only his best dairy animala for 
mothers of his future herd 
The system atic dairym an 
fixes a 
minimum production as a standard of 
excellence in a m ature cow. and, while 
one is content lf a cow produces him 
250 IhKinds of butter fat In a year. an­ 
other wants 300 pounds and selects 
only cow* capable of such production 
for hla mother cows. 
In every case 
the cow m ust be bodily sound. 
But the certainty of inherited dairy 
qualities In the offspring does not de­ 
pend utton the good qualities of the

Wbeu tile dairym an buys the 
bull be has at the same time chosen 
the breed he wishes to work with as 
well as the type he wants to repro­ 
duce in his herd, and for this reason 
he should choose with care and de­ 
liberation. In case the herd Is made up 
of cow a of mixed breeding the bull will 
exert an influence on the offspring of 
more than 50 per cent. 
But as with 
the cow so with the bull. 
Ute value 
is not known until be has been tested. 
One must see his offspring aud know 
their qualities before one can know 
bis value, 
od many bulls have been 
killed before their value was known. 
Members of a cow testing associa­ 
tion have an opportunity to exchange 
bulls whenever it is necessary to dis­ 
pose of them, and in this way the 
ruthless slaughter of young bulls In 
their prime of usefulness is prevented. 
When Uh* O pe has been established 
In a herd it is also desirable th at the 
sire aud the dam be as nearly alike 
as possible, in which case the sureness 
of their ability to reproduce their good 
qualities in their offspring Is increased 
and retrogression is guarded against 
▲ii of this goes to show that it is 
necessary to have a fixed plan if one 
shall realise the most out of his work 
for la tte r animals. 
The improvement 
is greatly retarded lf the cows one 
year are bred to a Jersey bull and the 
next year to a Holstein or Shorthorn 
or any other breed, and the im prove 
ment cannot be expected at all lf the 
cows are bred to bulls of unknown 
breeding or ancestry. 
T hat sort of 
breeding or crossing should be discon­ 
tinued, and the sooner the better. 
Breeding within a certain breed is al­ 
ways to be prefePred.—Bulletin Michi 
gan Dairy and Food Departm ent.

Reservoir Bursts. 


Hamburg, Dec. 8.—A newly built g~s 
reservoir burst and the gas it con ain- 
eg ignited. Ten dead have been found, 
seventeen are missing and are pre­ 
sumably dead beneath the rums, forty 
were severely burned or maimed, and 
several were slightly Injured. 
Some 
of the bodies are so mutilated that 
identification 
is 
impossible. 
Three 
women, attendants of the canteen are 
among the killed. 
The fire burned 
dangerously for 
three hours, during which many neigh­ 
boring dwellings were Ignited. 
The new reservoir, which was sev­ 
enty four 
metres high, is stated to 
.ave been the largest in the world. 
The sum of $3,500,000 was lately spent 
in reconstructing the works, which sup­ 
plied a considerable part of the city 
*nd the suburbs, which will for some 
time be without gas. 
Workmen were busy finishing the 
reservoir, when probably owing to the 
wall of the reservoir 
splitting, gas 
rushed out and penetrated the retort 
house, where it was ignited by the 
Ares A great explosion followed, the 
violence of which was such that the 
wnole city was shaken and a column 
of fire blazed hundreds of feet sky­ 
ward. while huge flames played around 
the reservoid and neighboring struc­ 
tures 
There was no possibility 
of 
the 
workmen escaping 
Several of them 
were killed outright and others were 
horribly burned.

Bondholders Pay $2,000,000 
Fo r Im­ 
mense W ater Pow er Station. 
Lancaster, Pa., Dec. 8.—Henry P. 
Brown, of New York. special master 
of the United States court, sold here 
the McCalls Ferry Power company's 
incompleted plant on the Susquehan*! 
na river, on which has been expended 
nearly $8,000,000, the sale being pur­ 
suant to an order of the court grow­ 
ing out of equity procedings between 
the company and the Knickerbocker 
Trust company, of New York, trustees 
of the $10,000,000 mortgage.

Surgeons Saw Tests. 


New York, Dec. 8.—A little boy, less 
than five years old, lay on the operat­ 
ing table at the hospital of the New 
York Society for the Relief of the Rup­ 
tured and Crippled. Around the table 
were fifty physicians and 
surgeons, 
anion? them the best known of their 
profession. 
Jonnesco. the Roumanian surgeon, 
stepped up to the table, smiled reas­ 
suringly at the little chap, patted him 
on the shoulder, and gently turned him 
on his back. The needle of a hypoder­ 
mic syringe glittered for a moment in 
the Roumanian’s hand. He pressed the 
point of It into the boy’s back. low 
down on the spinal column. 
The boy 
flinched and the medical men looked 
at each other. 
Jonneeco waited less 
than two minutes, then bowed to Dr. 
Virgil P. Gibney, retiring to give Dr. 
Olbney elbow room. 


A Delicate Operation. 
Dr. Olbney. a celebrated orthopedic 
specialist, took bold of the boy’s right 
foot and began to use the knife. 
It 
was a case of Infantile paralysis. The 
boy’s right leg was crippled and use­ 
less. 
R was necessary to make Incis­ 
ions around the Achilles tendon and 
stretch it. 
In such cases ether Is 
used customarily, for the operation is 
to delicate and painful that complete 
analgesia must be obtained to prevent 
movement on the part of the patient 
and to do away with suffering. 
W hile Dr. Glbney’s hands 
moved 
swiftly and surely, the medical men 
talked among 
themselves, watching 
the boy. who lay perfectly conscious, 
his face covered by a towel. Professor 
Jonensco spoke rapidly In French, ex­ 
plaining this or that phase of the op­ 
eration as It was connected with the 
uses of his anaesthetic. Occasionally 
some one, Dr. Gibney or Mr. Soutzo, 
Professor Jonnesco’s associate, spoke 
to the boy. Once he was asked: 
“How do you feel?” 
There was perfect stillness in the 
big operating room. 
The 
surgeons 
waited Intently for the boy’s answer. 
“ All right,” said the boy. his treble 
muffled a bit by the towel over his 
eyes and face. 


“It Doesn't Hurt at All," 
“Do you feel any pain?” 
“It doesn’t hurt at all.” said the boy. 
“I feel fine.” 
Jonnesco smiled quietly, trium phant­ 
ly. The medical men glanced around 
at each other again. 
Some of them, 
as was to be seen easily, were enthu­ 
siastic. 
O thers r'look their heads as 
if still in doubt. 
After about twenty-five m inutes the 
operation 
was 
completed 
and 
the 
wound bandaged. 
The little boy was 
carried back to hie c o t They took the 
towel off his face. The surgeons look­ 
ed to se* if there were traces of pain 
there or signs of nausea. There wasn’t 
the slightest indication of suffering or 
sickness. The ehild was smiling at 
Dr. Bennett, the house surgeon. 
He 
seemed to be quite at his ease and In 
the full possession of all his senses. 
That was the first of four cases at 
the Hospital for the Relief of the Rup­ 
tured and Crippled, in which Professor 
Thomas Jonnesco, who discovered how 
a com bination of strychnine and sto­ 
vaine may be used as a local anaes­ 
thetic

His dem onstration was re­ 
garded as a brilliant success by most 
of the surgeons present.
